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Mississippi's  Agriculture  Commissioner

Cindy  Hyde-Smith  ('79)  was  elected 
Mississippi's  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
and  Commerce  in  November. 

Hyde-Smith,  of  Brookhaven,  is  the  first 
female  to  be  elected  to  the  office,  and  is 
one  of  only  five  women  in  the  nation  who 
hold  the  position.  The  others  have  been 
appointed.  She  was  opposed  by  Democrat 
Joel  Gill,  the  mayor  of  Pickens,  and 
Reform  Party  candidate  Cathy  L.  Toole  of 
Biloxi. 

Hyde-Smith  and  her  husband,  Mike 
are  full-time  cattle  farmers  and  partners  in 
Lincoln  County  Livestock.  She  is  a  three- 
term  state  senator,  serving  as  chairwoman 
of  the  Senate  Agriculture  Committee  the 
past  two  terms.  She  had  been  a  Democrat 
but  switched  to  the  Republican  Party  in 
2010. 

Hyde-Smith  was  born  in  Brookhaven  to 
Luther  and  Lorraine  Hyde.  She  graduated 
from  Lawrence  County  Academy,  Co-Lin 
and  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi. 


At  Co-Lin,  she  was  a  cheerleader  and 
played  on  the  tennis  team.  Hyde-Smith 
said  traveling  to  other  community  colleges 
as  a  student  helped  her  feel  comfortable 
when  visiting  those  same  campuses  while 
on  the  campaign  trail.  "When  I  visited 
Northwest  in  Booneville  recently,  I  felt 
right  at  home  because  I  remembered 
cheering  and  playing  tennis  there." 

She  credits  Co-Lin  with  preparing 
her  for  where  she  is  today.  "Everyone  at 
Co-Lin  was  very  encouraging  to  me,  and 
shared  a  concern  for  all  students  to  get  a 
stable  foundation  for  their  education,"  she 
said.  "Danny  Harrell  especially  had  an 
influence  on  my  interest  in  politics." 

Hyde-Smith  was  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  in  1999  and  served  Lawrence, 
Lincoln,  and  Simpson  counties  in  District 
39.  She  has  been  an  advocate  for  the  farmers 
and  ranchers  of  Mississippi  throughout 
her  career,  authoring  numerous  pieces 
of  legislation  that  have  set  policy  and 


regulations  benefiting  agriculture  in  the 
state.  She  is  known  throughout  the  state 
for  her  passionate  defense  of  private 
property  rights  and  for  promoting  and 
protecting  all  facets  of  agriculture,  and 
is  a  staunch  supporter  of  Right  to  Farm 
legislation. 

While  she  says  she  enjoyed  being 
involved  in  legislature,  Hyde-Smith 
is  looking  forward  to  her  new  role  as 
agriculture  commissioner.  "In  my  new 
position,  I  will  actually  be  working  on 
enforcement  of  the  laws  that  I  helped 
pass  as  a  senator."  Hyde-Smith  says  that 
since  agriculture  is  Mississippi's  number 
one  employer,  that  her  top  priority  as 
agriculture  commissioner  will  be  to 
"protect  the  jobs  we  have,  and  create  the 
jobs  we  need."

"It  has  been  a  wonderful  experience  and  an  incredible 
opportunity,"  said  Williams,  who  also  saw  about  a  dozen 
present  and  former  Co-Lin  Natchez  students  and  staff  called 
to  work  as  extras  and  in  small  parts.

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Sojourners  celebrate  40  years

The  Sojourners  are  celebrating  40  years  on 
campus  this  year  with  a  new  look  and  sound. 

The  performing  group  that  originated  in  1970 
with  folk  music  and  bell  bottoms  evolved  over  the 
years  into  a  show  choir  featuring  glitzy  costumes 
and  impressive  choreography,  into  what  has  be- 
come the  campus  Rock  n  Roll  group  today. 

The  Sojourners  were  organized  in    1970  by 
Julia  Guess,  and  under  her  direction,  the  mixed 
chorus  specialized  in  folk  and  pop  songs.  In  the 
beginning,  the  group  included  twelve  singers,  a 
pianist,  bass  guitar  and  percussion.  In  the  1970s, 
the  Sojourners  performed  by  special  invitation  at 
Jackson's  City  Auditorium  for  the  Jackson  Junior 
Miss  Pageant  and  in  Bi- 
loxi  for  the  Mississippi 
Junior     Colleges'     State 
DECA  Convention,   as 
as  other  venues  in

and  around  the  college's 

district. 

Brad  Johnson  took 
over  the  group  in  1991 
and  changed  the  format 
into  more  of  a  show 
choir  with  more  difficult 
choreography.  "When 
the  Sojourners  began, 
and  when  I  was  a  student 
in  the  group  in  1979 
and  80,  they  performed 
folk  music,  which  is 
what  was  popular  at  the  Sojourners 

time.  When  I  came  on  board  in  the  90s,  show  choirs  were 
very  popular,  and  it  was  time  for  us  to  change  with  what  was 
popular  then,"  Johnson  said.  The  group  performed  a  compe- 
tition style  show  featuring  American  music  including  vocal 
jazz,  top  40  hits,  rock  and  roll  standards,  country  hits  and 
novelty  selections. 

During  Johnson's  tenure  from  1991-2010,  the  Sojourners 
appeared  at  Disney  World  and  participated  each  year  in  the 
Show  Choir  Show  Down  with  five  other  community  colleg- 
es, and  performed  all  over  Co-Lin's  district  and  around  the 
state. 

Just  before  his  retirement  in  2010,  Johnson  decided  it 


was  time  for  another 
change  for  the  group. 
Show  choirs  had 
waned  in  popular- 
ity, so  the  Sojourners 
began  playing  more 
rock  and  roll-style 
music,  and  they  got 
rid  of  the  show  choir 
costumes  in  favor  of 
more  current  ward- 
robe styles. 

After  Johnson's 
retirement,  Shaw 

Furlow  took  over  the 
group  this  past  year. 
He  took  the  group  a 
then  and  now.  step  further  into  the 

rock  and  roll  realm,  and  the  group  has  emerged  as  a  popular 
rock  and  roll  band  on  campus  and  in  the  surrounding  areas, 
performing  recently  at  the  Homecoming  tailgate  parrs'  and  at 
Recess  101  in  Brookhaven. 

"Nothing  artistic  can  stay  the  same,"  Furlow  said.  "Times 
change,  and  we  need  to  change  with  them.  No  one  wants  to 
see  the  same  things  in  art  or  music  over  and  over." 

While  Furlow  already  had  a  full  plate  as  an  instructor  in 
the  Fine  Arts  division  and  as  director  of  the  Blue  Wave  Show 
Band,  he  says  he  jumped  at  the  chance  to  work  with  the  So- 
journers and  is  enjoying  what  he  calls  a  "different  kind  of

"I'm  enjoying  the  heck  out  of  it.  It's 
been  fun  for  me  to  work  with  such  a  tal- 
ented group  of  kids,  and  for  us  to  bounce 
ideas  off  each  other  and  learn  from  each 
other  a  little  bit,"  he  said. 

Furlow  said  in  the  beginning,  students 
in  the  11 -member  group  were  extremely 
ambitious,  suggesting  that  they  play  mu- 
sic like  Pink  Floyd  and  other  current  pop- 
ular artists.  But  after  some  compromise 
on  both  sides,  the  group  has  found  their 
sound  consisting  of  more  classic  rock 
than  anything  else.  Furlow  says  this  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  today's  popular 
songs  have  such  a  short  shelf-life. 

Today's  Sojourners  group  consists  of  1 1 
members,  featuring  two  electric  guitars, 
one  acoustic  electric  guitar,  one  base,  a 
drummer,  an  auxiliary  drummer,  a  key- 
board and  four  vocalists.  Furlow  said 
there  was  no  prescribed  formula  for  the 
group,  and  simply  put  together  the  best 
ensemble  from  the  students  who  audi- 
tioned. 

While  the  Sojourners  have  changed 
their  look  and  sound  over  the  years, 
one  thing  that  has  remained  has  been 
the  group's  name.  Furlow  recalls  being 
a  student  playing  in  the  very  first  group 
created  by  Guess,  and  that  she  suggested 
several  names  with  Sojourners  being  the 
one  that  was  ultimately  chosen. 

"Mrs.  Guess  taught  me  the  philosophy 
that  you  have  to  get  it  right  three  times  in 
a  row  in  rehearsals  or  it  won't  be  right  in 
the  performance,  and  I  still  teach  that  to 
my  kids  today,"  he  said.  "Getting  it  right 
once  is  lucky,  twice  is  a  coincidence,  but 
three  times  means  you've  got  it." 

While  Guess  is  no  longer  alive  to  see 
the  Sojourners  in  their  present  state,  those 
who  have  heard  the  revamped  group  say 
the  Sojourners  have  gotten  it.
